Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed March 25, 2005, Applicants submit 
this response to the requirements identified therein. 

RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
The Examiner has determined that the present application is directed to two distinct 
inventions, including Invention I directed to claims 2-25 and 55-58 for providing life insurance 
policies, and Invention II directed to claims 26-54 for utilizing computers for providing life 
insurance. The Examiner has indicated that Inventions I and II are distinct because Inventions I 
and II are related as subcombinations and are separately usable, wherein Invention I has separate 
utility such a preparing documents relating to insurance, and Invention II has separate utility 
such as a computer implemented method for writing an insurance policy.
